CASSTGILBERT REPLIES 


Architect Declares That Statement* Made 


Were Mlnlcadlnc- 


MADISON, March 30.— Late last night 


the reply of Cass Gilbert to the criti- 
cisms made of his plans for the new cap- 
itol were made public by Chairman 
Stout of the committee on cnnitol and 
grounds.

HOMESEEKERS IN A WRECK 


HARTFORD, Conn., March 30.—Presi- 


dent Chas. S.' Mellon of the New York 
and New Haven and Hartford, railroad 
appeared today before the committee on 
railroads of the Connecticut general as- 
sembly to advocate certain proposed 
amendments to the charter of the Con- 
solidated Railway company, the holding 
corporation of four hundred miles of 
trolley lines owned by the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford company.

city, in May, 1003. He made the follow- 
ing statement today: 


"For several years, while the Cuban 


patriots were struggling against Wcyler, 
1 watched the contest with deep interest 
and sympathy. 1 decided to go to Jack- 
sonville and do what I could to assist 
the revolutionists. I started from St. 
Loui8 where I had been living during the 
early part of 1807. 


OF TREMENDOUS POWER. 


"Boforo taking a train for the south I 


not together the material for the con- 
atruetion of two exploding machines of 
tremendous power, so arranged that they 
could be wound up and left in a selected 
place, with the certainty that 
they 


would go off with terrible destruction 
within a few hours. 


"At New Orleans I rented a room and 


put the boxes together, after which I 
wont on to Jacksonville. There I be- 
came acquainted 'with a party of Cuban 
leaders who were planning a filibustering 
expedition. They .had engaged the Des- 
troyer, a snvnll vessel to take them to 
Cuba along with a number of American 
and.' European adventurers who were 
anxious to strike a blow for Cuban free- 
dom. 
-Several of the loaders of the party 


ore men now well known and I will not 
mention their names, although I have 
uinomg my papers a list of them all. 


MEANT FOR SPANISH SHIPS. 


"I suggested to them that they use my 


machine's to destroy Spanish warships in 
the harbor of Havana and in other ports 
on the coast of the island. They readily 
seized upon the idea, and when the Des- 
troyer sailed with the filibusters, they 
took my two machines with them. 


'•'ft was my intention to go along with 


th(> party so as to direct the work of 
finVr.' the Spanish ships, but they dis-

use in Jacksonville

other machines if tuo first proved suc- 
cessful. 


"It was planned to have some members 


of the revolutionary

Spsaish navy so as to get the machines 
aboard. If that failed itwns ducided to 
listen one of the boxes to the hull of a 
stop under the water line, for I had con- 
structed my machines, so they could be 
exploded under.the water. 
. "That waVlato'in the fall of 1S97. Ihe 
next spring'the- Maino was destroyed. 


"Only one of the'men.in the secret of 


the machines ever returned to America. 
I.saw him some time after the war with 
Spain had begun. 


ATTACHED TO WRONG SHIP. 


"Ho told me he had nothinj to do 


with the boxes after reaching Cuba, but 
had boon told a mistake had been made. 


"The men who had been intrusted 


with the task of destroying a Spanish 
vessel, attempted to fasten a box (luring 
the ni"ht to one of Alfonso's warships 
nnd blundered into blowing up the 
Maine. 


•"I was told that the man, immediate- 


ly after learning of the error ho had 
riiade, committed suicide. 


TRIED TO WRECK STATUE.

RAILROAD TAXES ARE LIENS 


Assembly Pannes Bill Without Brtato- 


Other Measure* Favored. 


MADISON1, Wis., March'^.—The- as- 


sembly without1 debate last night passed 
the bill providing that taxes on railroad 
property shall be a lien upon such 
property, that tho roods failing to pay 
their taxes within the required time shall 
pay interest at the rate of 15 per cent 
on such unpnid taxes, and that all action 
started cither -by the state or by ag- 
grieved roads must be tried in the Circuit j 
court for Dame county. The vote on the 
passage of the bill was S3 to 1, the one 
being cast--by Assemblyman 'Miller of 
Green Lake County. 


The assembly passed the Bohri bill pro- 


viding that any creditor may.bring'gar- 
nishment proceedings in any 
court of 


competent jurisdiction against any muni- 
cipal corporation for debt. 


Assemblyman Ledvina of Manitowoc 


made a successful fight for hi; bill em- 
powering any person to'bring a suit to 
abate a public nuisance. Under the pros-' 
ent statutes, such n. suit can be bought 
only by the state. 


The bill was ordered engrossed to third 


reading after an amendment was made 
that the person bringing the suit shall 
be liable for the costs.

Assemblyman McKenzie's bill requiring 


employers not to require their employes 
to work more than six days a week, was 
reported without recommendation, and 
was.killed by the assembly. The Roy- 
croft bill limiting the hours of labor in 
shops, mills, and factories running 
at 


nighftime to sixty hours'a week was 
also killed. A score of other bills met a 
similar fate. 


The George Scott bill empowering all 


cities to provide for the inspection of 
steamboats, gasoline launches, and other 
water craft on inland waters was passed.

two years each was imposed. Upon two 
counts a sentence of one year each was 
imposed, making a total sentence of ten 
years, 


TO TAKE APPEAL AT ONCE. 


As soon as the sentence was pronounc- 


ed Attorney J. P. ^wlcy of counsel for 
Mrs. Chadwick took exceptions to the 
sentences on each count, except the first 
count 
The defense intends to make -tno 


claim that the court can not impose a 
separate sentence for each count; that 
the law applies to the general charge in- 
stead of,each incident 
of a general 


ChTher'c will be no attempt to execute 
the sentence until the defense has an op- 
portunity to carry the case to the h.ghcr 
court, and there obtain a suspension of 
the sentence. Mrs. Chadwick mil be de- 
fended to the last court. 


The action of the court finally closed 


the Chadwick case, as far as the Cleve- 
land court is concerned, unless the unex- 
pected happens and the higher-court dis- 
charges the woman or orders a new trial.

there will bo. This is what secures the 
welfare and prosperity of the people, not 
Hie consolidation into trusts and combi- 
nations.

H&RBIN—I..-VKK BAIKAL. 


When tho heavy fighting was in pro- 


gress on the Lcitnng peninsula and 
around Port Arthur, Mukden seemed fnr 
off and Harbin and Vladivostok located 
in iv distant foreign country. Time pass- 
ed and the Russians forces were rolled 
back northwards Mukdenwards and Tlar- 
bin began to be faintly spoken. Port 
Arthur fell and the Russians who mean- 
while had been forced clear to Mukden, 
were obliged to meet the seasoned veter- 
ans from the fields of slaughter. Outgen- 
eraled, outflanked, Field Marshal Oyama 
rolled the battalions opposing him to- 
gether and the Russians began under se- 
vere strain and incessant pursuit the re- 
treat from Mukden towards Harbin. 


Harbin it was but brief, then ns Hnr: 


bin at once seemed so far, Vladivostok 
as in the dimmed distance, so did Lake 
Baikal loom up in the horizon»and fnr- 
sighted writers who months ago predict- 
ed the Japs would reach the lake be- 
fore the Russians did Tokio, began to 
nudge themselves with their successful 
strain of prophesy. The terribly defeat- 
ed Russians would give the world now 
for peace, and the czar is doubtless ask- 
ing for light that in some way he may 
sound the recnll and bring about such 
peace as tho victorious yellow men of 
the Orient may be persuaded to grant. 
There is now no thought of Harbin or 
even Vladivostok in the far north, and 
the reaching of the fiea shore by the Si- 
berian railroad as first contemplated and 
completed to i'ort Arthur is given up. 
A new scheme is hinted at by which the 
Siberian road will leave Lake Pir run- 
ning south, westering the. Kkingan moun- 
tains, thence crossing the Mongolian 
plains, proceeding via the old caravan 
route, then crossing the'Alashan moun- 
tains reach China proper near the groat 
wall, and then Pekin for the terminus 
with connections given by the Pekin and 
Tientsin railroad across to the gulf of 
Pcchili. Tor this route surveys have been 
made and it is stated to bo practicable 
nnd will thus ,convey the Russian rail- 
road system through' the back door of 
China to the Yellow sea. 


As was Mukden then Harbin pointed 


out1 as where the forces of Russia would 
iiiuke Iheii- determined stand, so Lake 
r,nil:nl is pointed out as the object of'the 
Russian retreat. This gives tip all of 
Manchuria to the Japanese armies and 


the once bragged of Russian port of 
Vladivostok becomes either Chinese or 
Japanese territory, either doesn't matter 
since it'will be none of our 
business 


which way it goes. Ttie Russian armies' 
arc not retreating to Harbin to make 
any last stand business, or to the ice 
bound port of Vladivostok for Japanese 
generalship lias flanked 
them, 
turned 


them aside, and the retreat of the armies 
of Russia necessarily must now be into 
Siberian territory proper and as far in- 
wards as may be necessary for safety. 


Lake Baikal is no far off cry as things 


are now, and sliould Russia be perverse, 
decline to seek peace terms, or refuse 
the terms offered from Tokio, there is no 
doubt at •all but what the fieetn of Ja- 
pan will be put in active pursuit even 
into tho oceans of Europe, while the ar- 
mies of Jnpun turn their route towards 
Lake Baikal and from thence on to the 
eastwards. The yellow man in European 
Russia is by no means any impossible 
idea, it is very possible if Russia docs not 
make peace terms. 


FARMER'S HOLDINGS. 


The farmers of tho land have in their 


own hands or did have a few days ago, 
immense quantities of the cereals. 
The 


department at 
Washington 
estimates 


that of wheat our farmers possess and 
hold on their own premises 111,000000 
bushels or about twenty per cent of 
the total crop of last year. As to corn 
the amount in hand in the local bms on 
the fields is placed at 954,000,000 bushels 
or nearly thirty-nine per cent of the 
total raised in 1004. In onts thsre is 
about thcsnme proportion as to corn, .34, • 
000,000 bushels or thirty-nine per cent 
In comparison with the amount on hand 
in 1904 there is a trifle less wheat-on 
hand and a little more corn and oats, 
practically the same. 
Comparing with 


the year 1903 there is three per cctit less 
wheat, four per cent Jess corn and two 
per cent more onts in hand. 


If the, •movement 
extends 
looking 


towards the erection of farmers grnner- 
ios. or elevators in the grain 
regions 


spreads uu it is expected the amount of 
fanners grain in hand which includes 
corn, will naturally increase, diminishing 
the stores in the big elevators 
of the 


largo cities. In'tho Dakotns and Mmne-. 
sota the farmers home, elevator 
move- 


ment is gaining ground nnd will spread 
into Nebraska ar.d Kansas and • from 
thence if all works well eastwards. In 
this natural movement of the agricul- 
turalists to secure the profits justly their 
due devoid of the exactions of the eleva- 
tor trusts -nnd grain syndicates, there is 
no thought of socialism, grangerism or 
any ism whatever, simply a measure of 
self protection. This movement should 
be supported by every state by the en- 
actment of laws which will compel every 
railroad to grant proper facilities to the 
farmers elevators and storehouses con- 
venient to the tracks and loading facili- 
ties. The same right of eminent domain 
the states gave for nothing to railroad 
corporations may be given to these farm- 
ers' elevators and storehouses for the 
expressed purpose of condemning sites 
for their necessary machinery and appli- 
ances and branch tracks. In this there is 
no injury to any one, but a granting of 
the same rights to the agriculturist as 
to the grain speculator. Give the farmer 
liii fncilitics in equal terms nnd he is 
perfectly willing to compete with any 
person or persons on earth, only he does 
not naturally much like the loaded dice 
lie is dealt out now quite extensively. • 


The iucipiency of this movement is 


being resisted by the railroads and ele- 
vator interests in every way possible 
and unless the states will come to the 
rescue of the farmer with necessary leg- 
islation, the movement may be retarded 
for a long time to come; it may come 
just tho same, only it will require ft 
much longer period. What the farmer 
wants is only just what the roads grant 
freclv to the grnin syndicates nnd c'cva- 
tor trusts. That is all, just the same 
measure of rights and privileges. 


THE PllIMABV I.V MINNESOTA. 
They are amending the primary elec- 


tion IH.W in Minnesota. One purpose is to 
amend so as to provide for the election 
of party delegates to all county conven- 
tions at the regular state primaries, and 
these same county conventions to elect 
the delegates to the state conventions. 
The direct nomination judging from the 
articles in some of the state papers is 
not favored in the higher offices, and a 
further trial of the system desired be- 
fore reaching up.

maries. What is the objection of politic- 
inns to. the Australian ballott We think 
the people will demand it'in this case. 
Other states have no difficulty in get- 
ting candidates for delegates on it by pe- 
tition. 1« seems a step backward to lot 
voters bring their own ballots'or those 
of political tosses into the polls nnrl ped- 
dlo them to other voters:

Judge Kersten, has a perfect right to de- 
fend herself against the violence of a 
brute of a husband and if this class oc- 
casionally get slaughtered at the hands 
of a woman fearing for her life, the com- 
munity will that much be bettered. 


One' comment is us follows, it being 


that of the Record Herald: 


"It is a great many years since woman 


was regarded as 'a chattel, so that un- 
animity in the opinion that she has B 
right to defend herself against a bnital 
husband is not surprising. Nevertheless, 
a common use of pistols in the family is 
not to be commended, nnd the conditions 
that compel their use direct our thoughts 
to FomethingWcsides a homicide. 


"Why should such conditions be en- 


dured, is a very natural question. What 
is the effect not only upon the man and 
wife but upon the children, if there ore 
any? Is there any sancity in such a 
home, anything to be gained for the indi- 
vidual or society by forcing a continu- 
ance of the relations that exist there? 
Is it fair to insist even that within the 
relief of a separation there should not 
come the fuller relief of an absolute di- 
vorce ? 


"Certainly such cases deserve very se- 


rious attention in any consideration of 
the divorce problem. - And they consti- 
tute but one class out of many which 
indicate how very complex that problem 
is."

Woman's rights have sufficiently ad- 


vanced to plainly demonstrate she is no 
longer a mere chattel. The next and 
coming step will- be to confer upon her 
some of those other rights that apper- 
tain to man, at least giving her a right 
to have a choice in public matters where 
they concern the disposition of her pro- 
perty and the amount of her taxes.

The 
truth is.the board companies as they arc 
called are distinctly favored in the public 
mind ns against non1 board companies. 
It is all right to .bo drastic with trusts, 
but insurance is not a trust as Arkan- 
sas so infers.

OHIO'S ASTI-TRCST LAW. 


The Ohio supreme court hffa rendered a 


decision holding perfectly constitutional 
the Valentine anti-trust ta\v. Some little 
time ago the courts found the civil sec- 
tion in accordance with the constitution, 
This particular case came up to the high- 
est court on an appeal by the state from 
a decision of lower court which had held 
adversely to the constitutionality of the 
law in the case of the Delaware County 
Coal Dealers Association. On this appeal 
the supreme court has decided against 
the Coal association, and they are found 
guilty of conspiracy in restraint of trade. 


Hon. Pliny Norcroas of Janesvillo is 


right. The speech of Bryan was fully 
as much a -work of the lobby as any rail- 
road lobbyist. As to the lobby bill now 
up preventing any person or registered 
lobbyist from trying to influence legisla- 
tors in any matter in which he is inter- 
ested, except before a reguiar committee, 
and making such a criminal 
offense, 


there is nothing defensible about the 
bill. If any man proposes to bribe an- 
other, the existing laws certainly will 
cover every case which may be shown 
up with proof. 


It seems from the figures furnished by 


Russian authority itself, 774,554 privates 
and officers bad been sent to the Man- 
churian peninsula. But as the reported 
effective strength of the Russian army is 
less than 300,000 men and officers, the to- 
tal loss must by this time be coming very 
near, if not up to'500,000. The losses of 
the Japanese have been from all accounts 
about equal to those of the Russians or 
at least not n very disapportionate num- 
ber, BO that those who place a million 
men ns the number of casualties may not 
be exaggerating. If Russia proceeds with 
the war and dispatches another army to 
the far east, how can there be much 
doubt but what'the same greatly super- 
ior generalship and fighting qualities of 
the Japanese will destroy 
this second 


army as it has the first. 


A jury of a federal court at Grand 


Rapids. Mich., decides in a case before 
it that a municipality is not bound by 
any agreements it may make with the 
government as regards fire prr-tectinu 
for. government property. This case is an 
interesting one and arose from the de- 
struction of the army barracks nt Sault 
Ste Mario by fire, the government hold- 
ing the city responsible for the loss, as 
the city had given a contract to furnish 
water to, or at the barracks for fire pro- 
tection, which the government in its suit 
asserted tbe city authorities had not 
done. Where the government lost its 
suit wns not that its material facts as 
regards tho water supply were in error 
or that they were disputed, luit the jury 
decided Snult Stc Marie had no legal 
right to make any such contract with 
anybody. 


One effect of the dreadful fire disasters 


with awful loss of life of late has been 
the stirring up of government officials 
where the government has authority, and 
nothing so highly pleased the people as 
the reported action of the government 
steamboat inspector at Xcw Orleans in 
rejecting 500 life preservers consigned 
to that city, which were far below the 
standard of safety. This is very encour- 
aging and a similar interest on the part 
of the -authorities of many of our cities 
would go fnr to convince people there 
was la\v in the-land. The indifference 
however of municiTial authorities in our 
large cities is disheartening. 


A case comes from 
Hammond, Ind., 


whicl. would certainly seem to be carry- 
ing things too far. One of the business 
men there desiring to erect a residence 
'naturally preferred to give his father 
work who wns a stone mason, though not 
belonging to any union. To this objec- 
tions were promptly made by the local 
labor union, which compelled the son to 
deny his parent the right to work, the 
citizen accepting the order of the union 
to take his father off from the stone 
work.
